congress'should from tirno to time allow such 
soldiers, and paid into a fund for that pur- 
pose, a like fund having betm provided tor 
oui' sailor. 
5. That tlie laws imposing duties tor rev- 


enue should be so adjusted as oest to promote 
American enterprise und American industry, 
to cherish and foster American labor, and 
not create monopolies. 


On submitting theso resolutions to the sub- 


committee, the iirst four articles were agreed 
to without division; but tho Ilfth, declaring 
the duty of tho government to so lay taxes 
as best to promote American enterprise and 
American industry, and cherish and foster 
Ajnericun labor, failed of adoption by a vote 
of -I to 4. 
Prom that hour any candidatura of mino 


in that convention became to mo impossible. 


The defeat o'J any jxtssible nominee of the 


party nijon a free-lrudo platform seemed to 
me inevitable, oven if not desirable. Tho 
iiiihicnces which caused tho change of threo 
vote.- out of seven clearly foreshadowed tbo

At the next meeting of my delegation I re- 


quested that my imRio be not presented, and 
mi^go-ited to them to favor tho nomination 
of a gentleman whoso length of public serv- 
ice nnd long acquaintance with public alTuirs, 
mill whose prior consideration m other Dem- 
IH i-atic conventions showed thnt ho hud somo 
i-lnims ti be considered u Democratic states- 
man. All of the delegation who remained 
tailhfi:! to their constituents, and 1'epre- 
j.enled the 
Mussuobn.setts Democracy, so 


x-vli-d, and with true consistency and pro- 
pi i,;1y so stood tli'mly to the end. 


Then unsued in the committee a strugglf 


of many hours so to framo a tarifU plank thai 
should appear to say what mino said, and 
vet not say it, and appear to say the con- 
trary, and yotnot say it; like -tho western 
hunter who trieil to shoot his riile at some- 
tlilnp; be dimly saw stirring in a bush, so as 
to lilt it if it was a door and miss is: if it was 
u calf.

My 
resolutions woronovor acain voted upon m 
tho committee, nor was the tarill! resolution 
in the words in which it -rfas presented to tho 
convention agreed upon in the sub-coir.mireo 
at nU, hut was amended atter it wa.s pre- 
sented to tho general committee, It will bo

Mr, Convorso in genera! committee, was a so 
votoil down, although it had been adopted by 
many s'^ite couvencions.

That as under existing laws all contro- 


versies between labor and c.ijjiuii can only 
bo settled liy bruto force; and that as capita!

great controversies may bo settled. 


Thnt it should .bo provided by law that 


lalKjring men may combino and orgfinii'-e for 
their own protection, as capital may In,-. in- 
corporated and combined for its protection; 
and that all laws that hinder tbo laboring 
men in this right tiro oppressive and ought to 
bo changed. 
That all tiho great woes of ourcoimtry have 


como because of imported labor. 
That 


America ought novor to bo u Laair bouso for 
tho reception of tho pauper labor of othor 
countries, sent hero through governmental 
aid, or brought hero under contract by 
capital, for tho purpose o£ debasing American 
workingmen aud women, by competing with 
Ilium through imported or convict labor. 


That labor hn-s a right to demand a just 


sharo of tho profits of its own production. 


That the future ot tho country unites with 


tho laboring men in demanding a liberal sup- 


us freemen and doctors. 


All of which, ono after another, wore voted 


down. 
TO SUSTAIN" THE LEGAL TENDER CCRKEXCY. 


1 also presented u. resolution declaring that 


tho legal tender currency, under tho decision 
of tho supremo court, was now tho constitu- 
tional currency of tho countiy, and should 
nut be interfered with; and that business in- 
uirests should not be disturbed by financial 
discussion. 
That waji also voted down iu tho committee, 


and a resolution passed that tho Democracy 
>voro in favor of "honest money," This was 
iutouded to be, and is an insult to every 
friend 01' constitutional currency, and was 
presented by ono of tlio most narrow-minded 
of capitalists. 


OPPOSED TO MONOPOLIES. 


I also olTored a resolution that all monop- 


olies as they tend to mako two classes, tho 
very rich and tho very poor, were hurtful to 
tho people of tbo republic, voted down. 


I also offered u resolution that the ngonts 


of tho government, whether stato 
01- na- 


tional. Incorporated to do public business, 
wnni the servants of tho people, and should 
lie rogulnUxl by thuixiwor that creator! them. 


This resolution seemed necessary becauso 


tho contrary had lately been onuuclatod from 
u high source aa a proposition of constitu- 
tional law, to which I cannot agree. 


That was voted down. 
Another resolution that it was the di:ty_ of

imported laborers can, and for u time do,

tliis feitrfuT state of things into their own 
hands, ever will bo .the rule that the wagus of 
labor aro only so iiiuoh and no more as will 
support him and his wtfo and children in tlif 
lowest degree of comfort when all of. them 
aro at work who can work. 


In addition to this imported cheap laboi-, 


and the use of convicc labor at u nominal 
price wherever it could bo had, thereby de- 
basing and towering tho high standard of 
American hiU>r, tho perfection of innchiuorv, 
by whk'ii so great a- share of production is 
eii'ectod. has su lessoned muscular oll'ort in 
labor that capitalists havo been enabled tn 
utili/e tho labor of women and children to 
a vorv lar^o extent to do that work which 
men 'formerly did.

In thu matter of finance there is nothing 


to hope from tho liupublicnn party, any 
more than from tho.

will average; wf.U a production o: iron tlmt 
leaves its further production impossible until 
greater consumption becomes posyiblo; with 
provisions in such abundance tuat tljo moans 
of sustainiug life is cheaper than boHoro for 
tif^-yaars; yot, bocaufo of our financial sys- 


tem, iii every class of bu3uie89t ombarrass- 
ments and fniluros to an un Hoard of extent, 
with banks locking up tbolr money in mill- 
ions upon millioiiSj and aUowinjj the custom- 
ers, who by our financial system havo been 
inadodepeiident upon them, to bo ruined^ tho 
I)i\«Incin^ laborer goes about the street un- 
employed; '"id our fanner's wheat, which 
with o~ur fathers wns a' measure of value, is a 
drug in thu nmrkefc; and that wluch ho raises 
to-day, produced by tbo sweat of his face, i8 
without profit to his industry. 
GREENBACK RRMKDY FOIl PINAXCUL ILLS. 


AVo, the despised Green backers, oifercd a 


remedy foi-all this which no retluctinp;, keen- 
sighted business man will now say would not 
bftvo been ctVoetuul. Myself in congress moro 
than fifteen years a^o proposed that instead 
of issuing a United Elates bond which would 
be held by capitalists only, and for the pua-- 
pose of Pecurir.p a bunk currency only, eon- 
^re^s should make An inconvertible bond at a 
luw rate of hroerost, to be issued by tho gov- 
ernment, so thut any man might invest m it 
instoad ol' placing Ins money in savings bunks 
urtrust companies tu ho loaned out uu mnr- 
pins on kiting stuclis. and then lost when ho 
called for it. That bond bearing three and 
sixLy-!Ivo ono lumdredths per cent, interest, 
to be presented by the holder ut any time to 
thn treasury, and legal tenders to bo issued 
fur it, and thus tho interest tu that amount 
ol! tho national debt accrues to tho govern- 
ment instead uf being paid by it from th«.

so badly by tho explosion 
of an oil 


car at Angola, X Y., last March, Unit 
the skin of his back, of both legs, and of 
both thighs was destroyed to the extent of 
300 square inches. Tho aftlicted snrfaco wim 
so largn, osiweialry.on the loft limb, that it' 
allowed to heal without skin-grafting, the 
muscles would contract and cripple the patient 
for ilfe in ail probability. Before perform- 
ing the operation nt'grafting now skin the 
surgeon carefully prepared tho woun.k by 
cutting out all the burned parts and dead 
skin. Thirty days from tho time of tho 
accident the wounds were healed sullieiently 
to 
allow 
the 
application 
of 
bits 
ot 


skin, ranging in size from a pin-head to half 
a grain ol' wheat. Tho bits were held fast by 
.gutta-percha tissue, a substance like, mucil- 
age, and whidi was covered with a dress- 
ing ot gauno and absorbent cotton. This 
dressing was changed every day. 
In three 


days tho grafted skin took root mid extended 
rapidiy from bit to bit. At first tho now skin 
was pink, but changed to tho color of natural 
cuticle. Tlie bits wore taken from healthy 
parts of the patient's body and four, live or 
six other .persons. To obtain tho bits tho 
«kin was lifted with foreeps and cut o.T with 
scissors. 'This process Is far more painful to 
the heroic person operated upon than is tho 
oparation of grafting to tho patient. The 
grafting is an oosy process, but great care 
must be exercised in dressing the parts. Tho 
grafted skin is not so elastic as the natural 
growth l.ucnusft tho cellular tissue has been 
burnod away, but one is just as good as tho 
othor for all practical purposes. The surgeon

sends us tho following for publication: 
"Tho time for shedding tobacco lias ar- 
rived, and perhaps a few words in regard 
to curing will not be out of place. We 
have as large a crop of tobacco in Wis- 
consin as has ovor been raised in tho 
state, and it property cared, I think it 
will be of good quality. 
The plants 


ehonld be spudded on tho lathu so tint 
oaoh one will hang independent of itself, 
and the lathe should be huirg in tbo shed 
so that they will hang at least six inches 
apart on the stringers. Tho plant should 
bo tho: jughly wilted before put in tho 
shed. 
After hanging it should bo given 


as much ventilation as possible for the 
first week or ten days, until the leaves 
become 
thoroughly 
yellowed.. Care 


should bo taken that tlio ventilation be 
,<iven in such a way that tho wind will 
not bruise tho leave's; after tbo plant has 
become thoroughly yellowed, care must 
be taken that it does not ouro to fast; 
this may bo proven tedby closingtho ven- 
tilators, os tobacco cures by evaporation 
and tho current of air through the shed 
takes off the evaporated juces from tho 
shed, which, it allowed to sett'.e upon tbe 
leaves, produces whut Js called "shed 
burn." It tho air is too damp to absorb 
tbe moisture tke shod should bo kept 
closed, and it the damp spell continues 
until the drops of prespiration stands on 
the leaves, artificial means should be 
used to dry it off, as any meana that can 
be used to dry off tbe leaves will stop 
"shed burn-" If, oa tho other hand, tho 
air should be dry and hot, aud tho to- 
bacco dry out instead ot curing properly, 
tho shed must bo kept closed during tho 
day and opened at night."
